BALTIMORH, Md., Oct. 10.—President 
Wilson and his bride-to-be, Mrs. Nor- 
man Galt, motored to Baltimore from 
Washington today to visit the Presi- 
dent’s brother, Joseph R. Wilson, and 
his family, who had not met. Mrs. Galt, 
and while here attended services at the 


Franklin Street Presbyterian Church. 
The Secret Service men guarding the 
President saw something possibly sus- 
Picious in the conduct of a foreigner 
who seemed to be following the Wilson 
party, and prevented him from entering 
the church. 

The man, who gave the name of Jo- 
seph Purijk, was not arrested. -When 
told that he could not enter the church 
he went to the Cathedral, a block away, 
where he attended high mass. 

The man protested that he had no 
wrongdoing in mind and merely wanted 
to attend the Presbyterian service. He 
declared in broken English that he 
was from Brussels, and took from his 
pockets several clippings from New 
York newspapers, one of which, he con- 
tended, showed that he was the ac- 
credited representative of the Quevre du 
Vétement des Soldates Belges, (Society 
for Clothing Beigian Soldiers.). , 

Purijg appeared at Police Headquar- 
ters later in the day and protested 
against any publicity concerning the 
unpleasant- incident in which he had 
.. figtred. He declared he. was in this 
* country to sell photographs. of’ Princess 
; Marie Jose of Belgium. ‘for the relief of 

a3 _weatfetera. .. He. -saked. if othe 

th horities desired: to search his effects 
or to otherwise convince -themselves 
that he was above suspicion, and was 
told that it was not necessary. It ‘is 
_ said that Purijk has been in this coun- 
try three months,.and that he spent the 
last three days in Washington. 

Watched by Curious Crowds. 

Several hundred Baltimoreans, who 
had Jlearned of the visit of Mr. Wilson 
and’ Mrs. Galt, crowded about the 
church and the apartment house in 
which Joseph Wilson lives to catch a 
glimpse of the-couple. Because it was 
Sunday, applause, such as greeted the 
President. and his bride-to-be on Fri- 
day and Saturday in New York and 
Philadelphia, was missing, but the 
people voiced their approval of the 
President’s choice in audible comments. 

Mrs. Galt wore a blue taffeta gown, 
a black velvet hat, trimmed with fur, 
-champagne colored gloves and a short 
face veil, and smiled happily at the 
crowd. The President, too, smiled con- 
tinuully. On the third fitger of her 
left hand Mrs. Galt wore the diamond 
engagement ring given her by the Prest- 
dent in New York. It had been re- 
ported that the ring was set with only 
a svlitaire diamond, but today it was 
noticed that it also had several smaller 
diamonds in the narrow gold band. 

The President and Mrs. Galt, it seems, 
decided only last night, after their re- 
turn from Philadelphia, to make the 
trip today. Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Wil- 
gon and their daughter, Miss Alice, plan 
to go to Tennessee later this month 
and they wanted to meet Mrs. Galt be- 
fore leaving. 

Mr. Wilson and Mrs. Galt were ac- 
companied on the ride from Washington 
by the Misses Lucy and Mary Smith of 
New Orleans, cousins of the President, 
who are White House guests. The ride 
to Baltimore was made in ninety min- 
utes. The day was cold, and the mem- 
bers of the party bundled themselves up 
4n rugs. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wilson and their daugh- 
ter were waiting at their apartment, 
and, after a short stay there, the entire 
party. walked several blocks to the 
Franklin Street Presbyterian Church, 
where they occupied the pastor’s pew, 
under the observing eyes of an eagerly 
interested congregation. The President 
and Mrs. Galt entered into the entire 
service, using the same hymnbook. The 
rector, the Rev. Harris E. Kirk, prayed 
that the President receive Divine guid- 
ance in the problems confronting him, 
and-his sermon was on the subject, ‘‘ The 
Power of Goodness.’’ At the conclusion 
of the service the clergyman asked that 
the congregation remain until the Presi- 
dent’s party had left. 

Luncheon at Joseph Wilson’s apart- 
ment followed return from church. It 
was strictly a family affair, and was 
marked by the presentation to Mrs. Galt 
of a chop platter painted in gold and 
ivory tints by the President’s niece. 

It was after 3 o’clock when the visitors 
started back for Washington, driving 
from the apartment house through a 
street lined with people.

LONDON, Monday, Oct. 11.—A Copen- 
hagen despatch to Reuter’s Telegram 
Company says the Germar steamer 
Liulea, of Lubeck, has be¢n' torpedoed 
by the British submarine E-19 near 
Giedeser L’ghtship, in the Baltic Sea, 
according. to a dispatch which says 
that at 6 o’clock Saturday evening, a 
boat came ashore near the lighthouse 
with eleven men of the Lulea’s crew. 


They reported that the vessel had been 
torpedoed*three hours previously, but 
was still floating at. 35 o’clock. 

The crew was allowed to enter the 
boats before the torpedo was _ fired. 
One of the boats proceeded in the di- 
rection of a steamer coming from the 
west, which probably rescued the occu- 
pants.

RULES BOSTON TAKEN 
BY HOSTILE FLEET 


Umpire Decides Harbor Forts 
Failed to Protect City 
from the Enemy.

BOSTON, Oct. 10.—The war game, in 
which the capture of Boston was an 
objective, ended with a final bombard- 
ment by the hostile fleet beginning at 
4:30 A. M. yesterday and continuing 
for several hours. The umpire decided 
that, although the fleet suffered such 
heavy losses that it failed to force a‘ 
passage by the harbor forts, yet the 
forts failed to protect the city of Bos- 
ton, and it might have been destroyed— 
or, more probably, a ransom of $500,- 
000,000 demanded and paid. 

Lieut. Col. W. G. Haan, U. S. A., 
commanding the seven harbor forts, 
when asked whrt lessons were to be 
drawn from the war game—aside, of 
course, from properly manning the 
forts by a minimum of 35,000 men in- 
stead of 2,250—replied: ; 

‘“‘The forts are too. near. the city. 
New fortifications are needed as far 
away as Lynn.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Official ad- 
vices have been received. here that the 
Governments of Argentina, Brazil and 
Chile are in accord with the decision 
of the United States to grant recogni- 
tion to the party led by General Carran- 
za as the de facto Government in Mex- 


ico. 

It became known today that some 
of the South American Governments 
long before yesterday’s conference had 
authorized their diplomatic representa- 
tives to favor the recognition of Gen- 
eral Carranza in the Pan-American de- 
liberations. 

President Wilson has received from 
Seeretary Lansing a report of the pro- 
ceedings of the final conference, but 
several days ago he indicated. to the 
Secretary his acquiescence in the plan 
proposed. 

The form in-which recognition is to be 
accorded has not been decided, but it 
may be done by formal notification to 
Eliseo Arredondo, authorized representa- 
tive here of the Carran#a Government. 
The granting of recognition is expected 
within a week. This will result in the 
immediate order of an embargo on arms 
against factions opposed to the Car- 
ranza Government, a step which will 
materially weaken the resources of the 
Villa element which intends to. continue 
the fight in Mexico. , 

George C. Carrathers, Ameriean Con-

Although the documents presented to

An extract from a memorandum pre- 
sented to the Pan-American conferees 
on behalf of General Carranza contains 
the following articles outlining the pro- 


gram of his Government: 


Definite Promises of Carranza. 

1. The Constitutionalist Government 
shall afford to foreigners residing in 
Mexico all the guarantees to which 
they are entitled according to our 
laws, and shall amply protect their 
lives, their freedom, and the enjoy- 
ment of their rights of property, al- 
lowing them indemnities for the dam- 
ages which the revolution may have 
caused to them, in so far as such 
indemnities may be just, and which 
are to be determined by a procedure 
to be established later. The Govern- 
ment shall also assume the responsi- 
bility of legitimate financial obliga- 
tions. 

2. The first concern of the Constitu- 
tionalist Government shall be to re- 
establish peace within the province ‘of 
law and order, to the end that all the 
inhabitants of Mexico, ‘both native 
and foreign, shall equally enjoy the 
benefits of true justice and be_ in- 
terested in co-operating to the sup- 
port of the Government emanating 
from the revolution. The eommission 
of crimes of the common order 
shall be punished. In due time an 
amnesty shall be enacted in keeping 
with the necessities of the country 
and the situation, which in no way 
shall exempt those under it of the 
civil respons.bilities they may have in- 
cutred. 

3. The constitutional laws of 'Mexi- 
co known under the name of laws of 
reform, which establish the separa- 
tion of the Church and the State, and 
which guarantee the individual right 
ef worship in accord with his own 
conscience and without offending: pub- 
lic order, shall be strictly observed: 
Therefore, no one shall suffer in his 
life, freedom and property because 
of his religious beliefs. Temples shall 
continue. to be the property of -the 
nation according to laws in force, 
and the Constitutionalist Government 
ghall again cede for the purpose of» 
worship those which may be neces- 
sary. 

4. There shall be no confiscations in 
connection with the settlement of the 
aumrarten question.

Will Take Months to. Clear Canal. of Slides; > 
10 000, 000 ‘Yards. of Earth -in Waterway 





Pha: Oct. 10.—A careful survey 
of ‘the slide area in “the Galliard cut 
reveals the fact that there probably 
are. 10,000,000 cubic yards of earth in 
motion which must be taken ‘out by 
dredging operations before a perma- 
nent- channel through the cut is pos- 
sible. This is the conclusion. reached 
by the canal engineers, who’ concede 
that there is now little hope of opening 
the waterway, even for : the temporary 
use of shipping, much before the first 
of the year, 

The present rate of wet excavation is 
@ million yards a month,.and at this 
rate it would require not less than ten 
months to remove the mass which is 
now sliding into the canal considerably 
faster than the dredges can take it out. 
It is said that often the canal bottom 
bulges up. to a- height of fifteen feet 


above’ the rortace of-the water, due to 
the tremendous weight of the hillsides. 


The area of motion is roughly calcu- | 


lated to be in the neighborhood of 175 
acres, which constitutes the greatest 
slide area in the history of the. canal. 
It extends 2,600 feet along both banks 
of the waterway and on an average 
1,500. feet back of the centre line of the 
canal prism. :

ANTHRAX IS KILLING 
GEORGEF. STACKPOLE 


Hurried from Home to Hospital, 
Aged Lawyer Is Found to be 
Suffering from Rare Disease. 


DICTATES MESSAGE TO SON 


Tells Him to Live Correctly so ‘He 
May Be Able to Face Death - 
as Calmly as His Father. 


George F. Stackpole, 71 years old, 
lawyer and Justice of the Peace of 
Riverhead, L. I., is in Bellevue Hospi- 
tal, and is reported to be dying of 
anthrax, a disease not infrequent 
among sheep and cattle, but extremely 
rare among human beings. Few re- 
coveries from the disease have been 
recorded. 

Mr. Stackpole was taken on Saturday 
from his home in Riverhead to the 
French Hospital at 450 West Thirty- 
fourth Street, under the direction of his 
physician, Dr. H. M.. Silver of 276 
Madison Avenue. <A germ culture was 
taken at the hospital and sent to the 
Board of Health, which reported that 
the disease was anthrax. 

Then a consultation of physicians was 
held, Dr. Silver and Dr. Walter C. 
Cramp of New Rochelle being among 
those- who deliberated on the case, and 
Mr- Stockpole was taken to Bellevue at 
4: o'clock ° ‘yesterday afternoon. He was 
not officially entered.on the ‘récords es 
pe mene ani x, but i was the. | 
un that” e was no’ queés- 
tion as {6 the disease, Yaa: Hight his.

Souree of Infection Unknown. 


How Mr. Stackpole became infected 
is uncertain, as he kept no chickens, 
cattle, or sheep, at his place in River- 
head. But physicians say. that the 
germs are easily carried -on leather, 
either finished or raw, and it was. sug- 
gested that. it might even in this case 
have been transmitted from a consid- 
erable distance on a rough glove. 

Dr. Cramp told a Timzs reporter last 
night that he thought Mr. Stackpole 
might have contracted the disease by 
scratching himself, and then getting the 
wound infected. — ‘ 

The patient first noticed a small lump 
on his face on Friday, which soon be- 
came a red, itching spot. The disease 
rapidly spread over his face and has 
now reached the chin. Ordinarily an- 
thras runs a course of four days. Its 
extren.e rarity is indicated by the fact 
that Dr. Cramp has known of only two 
cases in ten years. 

As it happens, th was another case 
of anthrax in Belle last week. John 
Miller, a laborer, living od Vandam 
Street, was b ught to the hospital on 
Tuesday, suffering from che disease, 
and died on Thursday. MDPoctors are 
puzzled as. to how he contracted the 
disease. 

Symptoms of the Disease. 


Most cases of anthrax among human 
beings have occurred among men who. 
were handling the wooi, hair, hides, or 
carcases. of animals which had been 
affected, and it has been called wool- 
sorters’ disease. Sometimes there is a 
form of malignant pustule on the skin, 
but in many cases there are symptoms 
of blood poisoning without external 
manifestations. In the former type, 
known as external anthrax, the infect- 
ing agent is accidentally inoculated into 
a slight abrasion of the skin. A minute 
swelling -appears, and soon: develops 
into a vesicle containing serum. 

This varies in size, but is seldom 
larger than a quarter. The. vesicle 
speedily bursts and leaves an ulcerate 
or sloughing surface around which num- 


erous smaller vesicles undergo similar 

anges. Frequently there is severe 
constitutional disturbance in the form 
of. fever, delirium, perspiration and 
prostration. 

In internal anthrax, the bacilli are be- 
lieved by some to gain access to the 
etem through the air of close rooms 

is charged with them. Most of 
the. earlier symptoms are pulmonary, 
though in some cases rather intestinal. 
While four days is. the normal course of 
the disease, instances are known where 
death has occurred within tweaty-four 
hours.

HOT GEYSERS BATHE 
5TH AVENUE CROWD 


Condensed Steam from Broken 
Pipes Deluges Curious 
Promenaders. 


STONE SHOWER OVER BLOCK 


Traffic Held Up for an Hour When 
Big Heat Service Main 
Bursts. 


Fifth Avenue, at Fifty-third Street, 
resembled the geyser region of Yellow- 
stone Park last evening, when steam 
escaping from an underground general 
service main broke through the pave- 
ment in five places and spouted from 
fifty to sixty feet into the air, Carried 
up with the steam were hundreds of 
lumps of mud-stone, which shot up a 
hundred feet and fell pattering in the 
Avenue. The cover of a manhole in the 
middle of the avenue was also blown. off. 

The steam, condensing in the chill 
air, fell as water. The geysers, break- 
ing out shortly before 7 o’clock, spouted 
for nearly half an hour, and all this 
time the lumps of mud-stone and water 
fell in a continual shower. 

The roadway and sidewalks of the 
avenue. when the geysers started were 
crowded, and after the first hurried 
scattering of those who were too near 
for- safety when the steam began to-es- 
cape,..a large crowd collected above 
and below Fitty-third Street. Many

The seas reserves of the Hast Fifty- 
first Street-Station were called out to 
hold the crowd back, and they had 
some difficulty with those‘ north of 
Fifty-third Street until a sudden gust 
of wind swept the shower of con- 
densing steam over the crowd. Many 
men in evening clothes and a number 
of. womén were wet, and the crowd 
hastily retreated further up the avenue, 

Traffic between Fifty-second and 
Fifty-fourth- Streets was diverted from 
Fifth Avenue into Madison and Sixth 
Avenues for nearly an hour while the 
steam was escaping and repairs were 
being made. 

The .pipe line in which the break oc- 
curred is operated by the New York 
Steam Company, which has a branch 
office at 105 East Sixty-third Street 
and a power station at the foot of Kast 
Fifty-ninth Street. The pipe from 
which the steam escaped is six inches 
in diameter and supplies steam for 
heat to several loft buildings in the 
vicinity of Fifth Avenue and Fifty- 
third Street.- The officials of the com- 
pany would make no statement ex- 
plaining the. break, but the police as- 
sumed that it wags due to too great 
pressure in the pipe caused by the heat 
in .the loft buildings supplied, being 
shut off on Sunday. The steam was 
cut off in the power house and work- 
men filled in the fissures in the Pave- 
ment with dirt. Traffic was resumed 
in the avenue after an hour or so, no 
evidence of the geysers remaining be- 
sides the dirt-filled cracks and an area 
of wet asphalt.

HINDENBURG AGAIN 
CUTS RUSSIAN LINE 


But Success Reported Before 
Dvinsk Has Brought Him Lit- 
tle Nearer to the City. 


HEAVY BLOWS AT AUSTRIANS 


‘Vienna Tells of Repulse of Attacks 
of Russians,. Who Left 500 
Dead at One Position, 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg is making slow progress in 
his operations against Dvinsk, and, al- 
though he reports the taking of more of 
the Russian positions, he does not ap- 
pear to be much nearer the city than 
he was two weeks ago.

Southwest of Dvinsk our artillery 
brought down a German aeroplane, 
which fell inside their lines. On the 
front from the Dvinsk region to the 
Pripet River nothing of importance 
has occurred. 

In the district north of Likhovitchi 
our scouts made a successful night 
reconnoissance, penetrating into the 
enemy trenches, where they bayoneted 
more than two hundred Germans and 
took prisoner three officers and 453 
men, they themselves losing only fifty.

North of the railroad from 
Dvinsk to Poniewesch, to the west of 
TIilukst, the Germans captured the 
enemy's positions over a front of 
about eight kilometers, (about five 
miles.) ix officers, 1750 prisoners, 
and five machine guns were captured.

Austrians Report Heavy Attacks. 


VIENNA, (via London,) Oct. 10.—The 
official communication issued today 
Says: 

The Russians continued their fruit- 
less attacks yesterday. In their _at- 
tacks on the Stripa River front in East 
Galicia some Russian units lost half 
their effectives and being repulsed, 
abandoned the battlefield.

About the new Minister of the Interior 
Khvostoff, who is a relative of the Min- 
ister of Justice, It is hard to say any- 
thing definite. He is a member of the 
Duma and has been the leader’ of the 
extreme right; that is to say, one of the 
féw parties that had not joined the 
Progressive Bloc. Formerly as Gover- 
nor of Nishni Novgorod, he was reputed 
to be a reactionary, but in the Duma he 
has repeatedly expressed strongly oppo- 
sitional sentiments.

“A hurried message was issued, to 
these papers forbidding them to publish 
the letter, or any letter dealing with 
the legitimate ~grievances of our 
wounded heroes. I contend, and every- 
body I have spoken to agrees, that this 
is a monstrous abuse of the powers of 
the Censor. 

-‘* Fortunately, I was able. to defeat 
him to a certain extent, as I got the 
letter published in a leading Scottish 
newspaper, and also in a leading paper 
in the North of England, so that the 
facts will be well known in the North. 

“I hope’ to gét this abuse of the 
Censor’s powers taken up in Parlia- 
ment. In any case, I can assure him 
that though he may succeed in muzzling 
the press he won’t succeed in muzzling 
me, and so long as this rank injustice 
continues so long will I go on exposing 
it, and am convinced I shall have 
the whole British public at my back.” 


RENEWS ATTACK ON GREY. 


London Times Holds Him Respon- 
sible for Balkan Diplomatic Losses. 


LONDON, Monday, Oct. 11.—Despite 
the protests of many newspapers 
against the press attack on Sir Edward 
Grey, Secretary of State for Forei 
Affairs, and the Government on the 
ground that nothing could be more wel- 


come to Germany, the attacks continue. 
The Times in an editorial today, refer- 
ring to the failure of British diplomacy 
in the Balkans, says: . 

“From the first moment of the war, 
when the Germanic Empires stood alone 
apna us, right down to the landslide 
of last week, one miscalculation seems 
to have followed another with almost 
mathematical certainty. Rumania still 
holds out, but she holds out now in 
passive isolation, no longer in touch 
with the advancing Russian armies and 
inevitably influenced by what:is pass- 
ing around her.’’ 

The Times thinks the Foreign Office 
must bear the brunt of the blame, but 
it recognizes the handicap of allied 
diplomacy, and especially the handicap 
of Italy, with her special claims on the 
Eastern Adriatic seaboard, while it 
says it is naturally impossible for the 
allied diplomats to make the swift de- 
cisions of a single Foreign Office in 
Berlin. 

‘** Unless we are misinformed, how- 
ever,” The Times adds, ‘The British 
Foreign Office, which from ‘the first had 
a privileged position in- dealing with 
the: Balkan peoples, was intrusted by 
the Allies with the leading part in 
Balkan diplomacy and must, therefore, 
be responsible for its failure.’’ 

The Times concludes that much of the 
trouble is due to lack of co-ordination 
between military effort and diplomatic 
knowledge and between the foreign pol- 
ley and the military policy. 

‘It was this,’’ says The Times, ‘ that 
led to the disastrous Dardanelles blun- 
ders and probably accounts for the Bal- 
kan failure, which has been largely in- 
fluenced by the Russian retreat and our.

LONDON CAN’T TREAT NOW. 
New Law, Effective Today, Makes 


the Penalty $500 Fine. 


LONDON, Monday, Oct. 11.—The new 
anti-treating regulation in connection 
with the use and sale of alcoholic 
drinks goes into effect in London and 
the surrounding district today. 

It is the most radical and far-reach- 
ing effort for the curtailment of drink- 
ing yet tried, for it affects nearly 10,- 
000,000 persons, and violations of the 
regulation are punishable by a fitie of 
$500 and six months in prison. The 
authorities have given notice that these 


penalties will be inflicted without mercy 
on offenders, 

The law will curtail the consumption 
of alcoholic liquors by 50 per cent., and 
unless it is effective it will be followed 
by an order shortening the hours of 
sale. The report of a few days ago 
that an order had already been drafted 
for a curtailment of hours was “ pre- 
mature,” according to officials, and 
there will be no such curtailment until 
the Board of Control has time to ob- 
serve the effects of anti-treating. 

cafés, hotels, clubs, and liquor 
dealers are required to exhibit promi- 
nently in their places a copy of the anti- 
treating ordinance, which says plainly 
that ‘‘ each person must 
and pay for his own drink. The only 
exception to the rule is that drinks ord- 
orga with a full meal may be paid for by 
a host. :

e labor situation in Berlin today is 
more than a fair measure by which to 
gauge the situation throughout the 
empire. More than ever since the begin- 
ning of the war there has been an influx 
of workers from the country, attracted 
by the high wages prevailing, especially 
in those trades catering to army needs. 
The country has always had a smaller 
percentage of men unfit for military 
service than the city: The needs of the 
army therefore, which have called for 
most of the men who are fit, has created 
a greater shortage of workmen in the 
small towns than in the cities. 

At the great Central Employment 
Bureau, maintained by the ~ principal 
branches of labor in Berlin, between 
45 and 50 trades are represented. At the 
‘end of the first week in September 15 of 
these trades reported that not one mem- 
ber was out of employment; 30 others 
reported from 1 to 183 members unem- 
ployed and entitled to unemployment 
‘support. The total number drawing this 
support was 540; six trades had one 
man apiece, four had two men, and 
three had three. The unemployment on 
Nov. 21, 1914, numbered 8,406 among the 
trades represented. 

The City of Berlin assists in support- 
fing the unemployed, and adds on an 
average 50 per cent. of what the trades 
themselves pay out. Yet during the 
week ending Aug. 21 last, the city was 
ferced to expend through this channel 
but one-half of 1,786 marks, while dur- 
fing the week ending Nov.. 2, 1914, un- 
employment had been so great that the 
city’s share had been one-half of 54,507 


marks. .

“Yes, I am quite sure there-is, and 
the same is true of Germany, for if 
there is a revolution in one of those 
countries there will be a revolution in 
the other also.

“‘ There is no contentment in Germany, 
but before I refer to it more at length I 
also want to make-it plain that there is 
no contentment in the other countries at 
war either.

DERNBURG’S LATEST SCHEME.

AMSTERDAM, Monday, Oct. 11, (via 
London.)—Dr. Bernhard Dernburg, writ- 
ing in the Tageblatt, makes a proposal 
to punish Italy for her “ betrayal of 
the German cause” by every German 
pledging himself to ‘refrain from visit- 
ing Italy for five years after the war.

EDISON HAD HAND WIRELESS 


Aid Tapped Morse Code-on In- 
ventor’s Wrist at Conference.

ORANGE, N. J., Oct. 10.—How 
Thomas A. Edison: overcame the dis- 
advantage of deafness as Chairman of 
Secretary Daniels’s Naval Board when 
it met in Washington last week, was 
told by Dr. Miller Reese Hutchison, 
chief engineer of the Edison industries, 
who was made Chairman’s Assistant 
of the board. 

Mr. Edison has been exceedingly deaf 
since a boy. Dr. Hutchison made a 
special acousticon for him, put the in- 
ventor declined to be bothered with the 
contrivance. But Mr. Edison and Dr. 
Hutchison were both telegraphers once, 
and both are acquainted with the 
Morse code. So they arranged that 
Dr. Hutchison should keep Mr. Edison 
informed by tapping his wrist. 

Throughout the sessions Dr. Hutchi- 
son sat at the side of Mr. Edison gently 
tapping his wrist in the Morse code. 
When Mr, Edison wanted to know any- 
thing quietly, the process was reversed 
and he did the tapping on Dr. Hutchi- 
son’s wrist. So well did the signals 
work, that probably Mr. Edison will 
oo to employ them at all meet- 
ngs. 


PADEREWSKI ASKS WAR AID. 


He Pleads for Poland at‘a Concert in 
Aid of Its Victims.

BOSTON, Oct. 10.—Before an audi- 
ence that filled Symphony Hall this 
afternoon Paderewski gave the first of 
three concerts in aid of the Polish Vic- 
tims’ Relief Fund. The other two will 


be given in New York on Oct. 23 and 
Philadelphia on Oct. 30. 

-Preceding a recital of Chopin’s music 
he spoke eloquently for forty minutes 
of Poland's past, and pictured the coun- 
try as it was today after having been 
a battlefield for more than a year.

Representative E. J. Hill. of Con- 
necticut, who says’ that he is against 
unnecessary expenditure of money for 
aggressive purposes and is particularly 
opposed to any bond issue, states, how- 
ever, that he is “heartily in favor of 
all legislation necessary. for the absolute 

ense of the United’ States against 
attack from abroad.” 


Where New York Members Stand. 


The replies of seven New York Con- 
gredsmen are incorporated in state- 
ments given out by the league as fol- 


lows: ; 

Michael F. Conry, Fifteenth District: 
“IT am positively in favor of retaining 
for our country military and naval 
forces sufficient in strength to enforce 
respect and guarantee peace perpet- 
ually.’”’ 

Walter M. Chandler, Nineteenth Dis- 
trict: ‘‘I am in favor of greatly 
strengthening both our army and our 
navy in every branch and in all lines 
of the service, to the end that we may 
be amply prepared to defend the coun- 
ag in any emergency that 
might arise.”’ 

Jacob A. Cantor. Twentieth District: 
‘“‘Il am in favor of having our country 
thoroughly prepared for national de- 
fense, and will do all I can in or out 
of Congress to aid that result.” 

Walter W. Magee, Thirty-fifth Dis- 
trict: ‘‘I stand for America first, last 
and all the time. I am against mili- 
tarism, but believe in a regular army of 
sufficient size to form a _ sufficient 
nucleus to sustain, at any and all 
times, the honor, dignity, and tradi- 
tions of this republic. I am in favor of 
the building of a modern navy second 
to none as the best safeguard for 
peace, a first line of defense that in 
all human probability cannot be-suc- 
cessfully attacked.” 

Harry H. Pratt, Thirty-seventh Dis- 
trict: “I am in thes gered with the 
aims and purposes of the National 
Security League and favor giving to 
the American people the full measure 
of defense to which they are entitled 
and which the situation of this nation 
demands.” 

S. Wallace Dempsey, Fortieth Dis- 
trict: “TT earnestly favor adequate 
preparation for national defense.” 

Charles Bennett Smith, Forty-first 
District: ‘‘I am in favor of more 
adequate national defense.”’ 

Two members from New Jersey, J. H. 
Capstick and Frederick R. Lehlbach, add 
their names to the four New Jersey 
members who have previously gone on 
record in favor of adequate national de- 
fense. 

Representative Capstick says that he 
finds the sentiment throughout his dis- 
trict is in favor of strengthening na- 
tional defenses. 

Mr. Lehlbach writes: ‘‘I am heartily 
in favor of increased preparedness for 
the defense of this country.”’ 

From Delaware, Senator du_ Pont 
writes that he is fied that the League 
has been organized and the question of 
national defense which should have been 
considered long ago is now receiving at- 
tention which it so eminently deserves. 


Senator Harding’s View. 


Senator Warren G. Harding of Ohio 
states his position as follows: ‘‘I heart- 
fly favor a program of preparedness, es- 
pecially naval. The aerial service and 
submarine force should, be equal to all 
possible needs. It is not wise to rush to 
militarism and we will not do it. We do 
need an army aouble tne present force, 
with some practical method of providing 
tngined officers for the available volun- 
teérs, aside from practical encourage- 
ment and through training of the militia 
of the several states.”’ 

“IT am emphatically in. favor of thor- 
ough and adequate preparedness, and 
shall so speak and vote in the comin 
Congress,’ says Representative Nichol- 
as Longworth ; 

Representative A. M. Overmyer of 
Ohio, writes that President Wilson will 
no doubt recommend to the next Con- 
gress a considerable program for Na- 


‘tional defense and he adds, ‘“‘I have no 


doubt that it will be of such a nature 
that I can consistently support the 
same.”” 

One of the most important letters 
from Illinois comes from Representative 
Fred A. Britten, who says that he has 
just returned to this country after a 
seven-months’ trip to the Far East and 


is. now more than ever convinced that, 


an effective council for national de- 
fense and for national preparedness for 
any emergency must not be delayed 
any longer. Other favorable expres- 
sions from IHinois Congressmen come 
from Representatives McKinley, Fuller, 
Sabath and Sterling. - 

Letters from the West and Middle 
West indicate the growth of sentiment 
in favor of -adequate preparedness in 
those sections of the country. 

Representative D. R. Anthony of Kan- 
sas, who is a member of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, says that there 
should be an increar~ of a regular army 
of fifteen reziments of field artillery, 
fifteen regiments in infantry and five 
regiments of cavalry.

“DEBATE NATIONAL: DEFENSE. 


Villard and Menken Speak at the 
Stnday Evening Forum. 


Oswald Garrison Villard, editor of The 
Evening Post, and 8S. Stanwood Menken, 
President of the National Security 
League, debated national preparedness 
at the Sunday Evening Forum of the 
Free Synagogue, 36 East Sixty-eighth 
Street, last night. Mr. Menken advo- 
cated the strongest possible navy and an 
army of sufficient size to form, with the 
National Guard, the nucleus of a great 
volunteer army in the event of a na- 
tional crisis. Mr. Villard, on the other 
hand, said he. favored the smallest possi- 
ble army,-and suggested one of 25,000 
men, the size of the regular establish- 
ment prior to the Spanish war. He also 


said he favored a navy of about the size 
of the navy nig? to 1898. 

The Rev. Dr. Stephen S. Wise, rabbi of 
the Free Synagogue, made a short speech 
at the end of the debate and deplored the 
fact that President Wilson had come out 
for national preparedness. He also de- 
nounced those who would throw . the 
United States into war with Japan, and 
praised Japan for its dignified and con- 
ciliatory bearing toward America. He 
named William Randolph Hearst and 
Richmond Pearson Hobson as “ luna~- 
tics ’’ who would, if they could, bring on 
war between Japan and this country. 
Likewise he paid his compliments to the 
‘*Sand Lot orators’’ of San Francisco 
who, he said, wanted to run the foreign 
affairs of this country. Dr. Wise came 
out unqualifiedly for. disarmament; 

Mr. Menken opened and closed the de- 
bate. He said it was one of the good 
pa Fe of the times that preparedness, 
which he characterized as the most ‘vital 
question before the country, was being 
discussed in church and synagogue, and 
that the people were awaking to the im- 
portance of the, issue. He cited army 
and navy officers as his authority for 
the statement that the United States had 
not sufficient ammunition in reserve to 
fight a battle an hour long, and said that 
a first-class power, once it had defeated 
the navy, could land an army of 40,000 
men on Long Island and capture New 
York City in three days and ‘‘ demand 
any tribute of any size desired.”’ 

‘“* An army and navy adequate to give 
Arrerica the protection needed is the 
best of insurance, and I am in favor of 
that insurance, no matter what it costs,’’ 
said Mr. Menken. 

Mr. Villard said that military prepar- 
edness such as was advocated meant 
the loss by the United States of its 
moral position: in the world. He said 
that the army and navy lobby in Wash- 
ington was worse than the lobby main- 
tained by any ‘“‘ big business.’’ 

** The lobby of the big interests takes a 
rest now and then, but the army and 
navy lobby goes on forever,’’ he said. 

Naval officers, and not the builders, 
Mr.: Villard said, were responsible for 
whatever defects existed in the subma- 
rine arm of the navy. Referring to 
army and navy legislation in the coming 
Congress, he said that the naval esti- 
mates to be submitted to President Wil- 
son would call for $250,000,000, while 
Secretary Garrison’s army estimate will 
be about $300,000,000. The yearly cost of 
the navy, he said, exceeded the returns 
on all the endowments of all the univer- 
sities in the world, while the national 
defense bill of the Government called for 
an expenditure of about 75 cents out of 
every $1 appropriated by Congress for 
a'l purposes. 

‘“‘“Conscription lurks in the _ back- 
ground,’’ said Mr. Villard, ‘‘ if the policy 
of those who advocate preparedness is 
carried out. Army officers have told 
me that if the proposed military legisla- 
tion is enacted it will mean conscription, 
oor ge as it affects the National Guard, 

ut conscription in a way, just the 
same.”’ 


SAYS WE NEED FOREIGN POLICY 


Norman Angell Asserts the Lack of 
One Will Bring Us to Disaster. 


Norman Angell, author of ‘‘ The Great 
Illusion,’’ spoke yesterday morning on 
‘* America and the World Crisis ’’ at the 
Free Synagogue, in Carnegie Hall. 

‘* I believe this country will have great 
and bloody wars in the future,’’ he said, 
“but they will not be fought on our 
soil. The Monroe Doctrine and the Jap- 
anese immigration question are but two 
of the many causes that may precipitate 
bloodshed. If Americans do not wish 
to witnéss such a state of affairs here 
as Europeans are now facing,’ they 
must do something active to prevent it. 
By inert indifference to the problems 
confronting us we are merely heading 
for the catastrophe. 

‘* Military preparedness without pre- 
paredness of policy will avail us noth- 
ing if we are going to have a great 
army and navy. We should first have 
a definite international policy. This 
is what most of the European nations 
have lacked. Great Britain’s policy 
with reference to the German problem 
only became certain twenty-four hours 
before war was declared. 

“What is the policy that American 
armament is to protect! For always, in 
the last resort, an army and navy are 
used to protect, not a country, but a 
policy.- No amount of military prepared- 
ness,can give her real security. 

‘‘If our present attitude is persisted in 
it will some day land this country, how- 
ever great its military force, in disaster, 
in possibty long and exhausting wars, 
which will transform the character of 
American civilization and Prussianize it. 
All such things may be avoided by real 
preparedness, preparedness on the side 
of policy. 

“Although our condition will be rela- 
tively better after the present war, we 
shall, as a matter of fact, be worse off 
than previously. Europe is not going to 
be a good market after the wholesale 
destruction that is now going on there. 
The people will not be able to live in 
luxury. South American. countries will 
not be able to obtain in Europe, as in 
the past, capital for the development of 


their resources.”’ ~ 


NAMES NEW DESTROYERS. 


Danlels Honors the Memory of Six 
Noted Navy Officers.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Secretary 
Daniels tonight announced the selection 
of names for six destroyers now. under 
construction. They are to be designated 
as the Sampson, Rowan, Davis, Allen, 
Wilkes and Shaw. 

The Sampson is named for Rear Ad- 
miral William T. Sampson, who was in 
command of the naval forces operating 
against Spain in the West Indies in 
1898. The Rowan is named for Vice 
Admiral Stephen Clegg Rowan, who 
served in the Mexican and civil wars. 
The Davis is named for Rear Admiral 
Charles Henry Davis, who was a mem- 
ber of the board on ironclad ships 
which recommended the construction of 
toe Monitor: and was a flag officer in 


The Allen is named for Commander 
William Henry Allen, who entered the 
navy in 1800 and died in 1813. He was 
Third Lieutenant of the Chesapeake in 
1807 when she. struck her flag to the 
British ship Leopard, and he fired ‘the 
ony gun from the Chesapeake. 

e Wilkes is named for Rear Ad- 
mira] Charles Wilkes. who commanded 
the expedition of 1838-42 which ex- 
plored islands of the Pacific. He com- 
manded the San Jacinto in 1861 when 
she took from the British steamer Trent 
the Confederate Commissioners Mason 
and Slidell... The Shaw is named ‘for 
Cantain. John Shaw, another early hero

Big Harlem Congregation Hears 
Arguments for an Inter- 
national Court. 


CITES MODERN PRECEDENTS 


What Arbitration Did for. America 
and Britain It Can Do for 
Others, He Says. 


hen the great war in Europe ends it 
will find both victor and vanquished in 
a state of exhaustion the like of which 
generations have not sgen, sald ex- 
President William H. Taft, in the course 
of an address he delivered in the Mount 
Morris Baptist Church, 126th Street and 


Fifth Avenue, yesterday morning. Mr. 
Taft, who is President of the League to 
Enforce Peace, organized in Indepen- 
dence Hall, Philadelphia, last June, 
talked of the purposes of that organiza- 
tion, and held out the hope that the 
time would come when arbitration woul 
make it easier to avert war. . 

An audience that taxed the capacity 
of the church greeted the ex-President, 
while hundreds of others were unable to 
get in. It was Mr. Taft's first appear- 
ance here since his return from = thi 
West, and he never looked ‘in . better 
condition. : 

‘“We have,’’ he said, “‘a dreadful 
cataclysm before us in Europe. We have 
been brought very close to it. We have 
been made to realize that the-attitude of 
the neutrals with respect to war ts grow- 
ing more and more difficult and_nearer 
and nearer to the controversy, We. are 
going on, because of the changes-in the 
methods of carrying on war, to a state 
of things where every war affects all 
the world more and more closely. 

‘* We have had a crisis in our own af- 
fairs, in our own relations to German 
and to England, and others of the bel- 
ligerents, which we would not have had 
a hundred years ago, due to the new 
methods of making war. We find that 
the interests of neutrals are sacrificed 
more in modern. conditions of: warfare 
than they ever were before. And so it 
was that a number of gentlemen met at 
the Century Club one night in a post- 
prandial peed gy a The gentlemen who 
were gathered there agreed on a plan 
which they thought, if worked out—not 
the details but the general features of a 

lan—might make war less probable.

‘the controversy, negotiate between the 
parties to the dispute, and finally rec- 
ommend a. settlement. .

*“ Also,”’ added Mr. Taft, “it was de- 
cided’ that. if any’ of the nations bound 
by the league to submit their questions 
to either the court or the council of con- {

begin hostile acts and war against any 
other member of the league with whom 


the controversy .was had, then al] the 
rest -of the league by economic and 
military. force should defend the one who 
was thus prematurely attacked.

grace with which both countries “had 
submitted to arbiters’ awards against 
them, Mr. Taft said: 

‘Now, that is the kind of experience 
that ‘hel to put us in a proper con- 
dition for. arbitration. Unless you are 
willing to‘ lose in ‘an arbitration you 
are not fitted for arbitration. Unless 
‘your state of mind is such that you are 
willing: to -play the game, then. let’s 
fight all the time, because an arbitra- 
tion in which,.if I may use the expres- 
sion, the dice are loaded, is no arbitra- 
_tion at all. = In other words, when we 
submit ourselves to a court we must be 
willing .to abide the judgment. It’s 
like the old. orthodox, Puritan, strict 
views we in Connecticut that re- 





quired that a man, if he wished to be 
saved, should be willing to be damned.

E. P. Wheeler Thinks Women Voters 
at Fault in Colorado. 


Everett"P. Wheeler, -Chairman of the 
Man-Suffrage Association Opposed tod! 
Woman Suffrage, has written to Secre- 
tary of War Garrison in answer to the 
‘Secretary’s assertion that giving the 
vote to women “ does not seem to con- 
tain any danger,” and that if woman 
wuffrage is not a success ‘‘ no harm will 
come from it.” Great harm will come 
from such an extension of suffrage, 
Mr. Wheeler contends.

‘* The immediate ‘effect. of this ‘news 
will be a great moral strengthening, of 
the cause of Constitutionalism, an@ a 
corresponding disheartening.of onRonng 
factions.

Fighting of that’ sort already 
has ended, but-naturally the struggle to 
put down minor outbreaks and lawless- 
ness must be continued for a greater‘or 
less time in a country such as ‘this, 
where there are extensive Open’ areas.

TEACH BLIND T0 
WONDERS OF NATURE 


Museum ~ Prepares Illustrated 
Lectures ta be Delivered in 
School Classrooms. 


30,000 PICTURES OFFERED 


Collections for Public Libraries Dis- 
played to Rouse Interest in 
Young Readers. 


More pupils in the public schools will 
have, this term, aid in their’ studies 
through illustrated lectures on such 
subjecta as geography, history, travel, 
and natural science, put at the disposal 
of teachers Wy the educational depart- 
ment of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History. Even the blind children 
are to have special talks, illustrated 
with specimens which they may handle. 

Ameng 30,000 lantern slides available 
for ‘this work are included the special 
series prepared by the late Professor 
Albert S. Bickmore for the State De- 
partment of Education, the originals 
of which were destroyed in the fire in 
the Capitol at Albany in 1911. All are 
to be lent through a special financial 
arrangement with the Board of Educa- 
tion, without charge to the teacher. 
Each teacher may make his own selec- 
tion, and the slides will be delivered,. 
together with full description of each 
slide, so that the teacher may prepare a 
lecture with the: minimum of work. 

The work on the same line undertaken 
at the Museum lecture rooms in behalf 
of the blind children has proved 80 suc- 
cessful that it has become a regular 
feature of the general school work, 
This can only be provided advanta- 
gsenusly at the Museum because of the 
equipment needed, but that condition 
has been met by having the teachers 
take pupils to the lectures. This priv- 
ilege hag aiso been granted to out-of- 
town schools, particularly,those of New- 
ark. There are also some special col- 
leetions for the blind which’ are sent to 
schools and institutions. The educa- 
tional department has also arranged 
for two evening lecture courses for the 
adult blind. 

The Museun ,ill continue its own 
lecture system, which has had an ay- 
erage annual attendance of 50,000 school 
hildren. President Henry Pairfield 

sborn of the Museum ‘says of this de- 
partment: ‘‘ There are many thousands 
more, however, who.could not afford the 
necessary , carfare or for other reasons 
could not come to the Museum.” Th 
extension work in the schools will rem- 
edy this. Through the Museum’ ef- 
forts, frets Aptos collections, 
comprising 10, specimens, in dally 
use in the schools, it is estimated that 

,390,000 school children were reached 
and directly benefited last year. 
Co-operation with the publie libraries 
is another feature of the Museum’s 
werk which is receiving much attention. 
Several coljections have’ been prepared 
ren’s rooms of the public 
libraries, ‘These collections are de- 
signed to stimulate the reading of good 
books relating to the subjects illustrated 
with the specimens.

To burst through 
the “fron ring and seize an Oriental 
empire, all by one heroic impulse— 
that is a.colossal idea.

JOHN DOE OF GENEVA. 

\At last a much-pursued and ancient 
defendant is vindicated. A “ legal 
fiction’’ {s running for Mayor of 
Geneva in Ontario County. Dear old 
legal fictjon, the poetry of the com- 
mon law! What clerk’s, what scrive- 
ner’s parchment face crinkled as he 
made the song: “ The manor of Dale 
“and the manor of: Sale, lying both 
“in Vale”? . Taken .from the musty 
law hooks, “J. 8. of Dale”: was the 
pen* name under which Freperic 
JusuP Stimson, now Ambassador to 
Argentina,’ ‘published “ Guerndale ” 
and other not .Jegal fictions,“ It 

wouldn’t have: done tor a future 
Professor of Comparative Legislation 
and author .of law books to be known 
as the writer of ‘stories. 

Many law students have found that 
“ Byles on Bills,’’ Story, and GREEN- 
LwaF .tempted.them .to Bautzac and 
Old Man Dumas.

Now. that the Administration is prac- 
tically committed to the formal recog- 
nition of VENUSTIANO, CARRANZA as the 
de facto ruler of Mexico, all good citi- 
zens will hope that another. serious 
mistake has not..béen made. There 
have been some grievous errors in the 
development of our Mexican. policy, 
but as Secretary LANSING seems confi- 
dent that “he has done the right thing 
this time, we are encouraged to hope 
that international amity and _ tran- 
quillity will ensue. It would be foolish 
to forget, as the Administration will 
not be permitted to forget, that this 
action is in direct violation of the plan 
originally formed by Mr. LAaNnsINnG and 
his Latin’ American” conferees. That 
plan was to invite all the faction lead- 
.ers to join in a peace conference and 
agree upon a program of pacification. 
It was understood that any faction 
leader disregarding the invitation or 
rejecting it would be ignored in future 
proceedings. But the one faction 
leader who rejected the invitation 1s 
now to: have formal recognition, and 
the others are to be ignored. This 
seeming inconsistency needs no excuse 
if the action is justifiable. It is better 
to be inconsistent than wrong.

All the information obtainable from 
Mexico clearly indicates that CaRRAN- 
za’s Government is not stable; that it 
is not acknowledged by all Mexicans, 
or nearly all; thatit hasnosure means 
of administering justice; that it is not 

“equipped with the machinery for the 
administration - of - internal _ policy,” 
and that it is,.on the contrary, de- 
pending upon this very recognition to 
enable it to overcome strong dépposi- 
tion and to dismay its opponents, some 
of whom are as stanchly patriotic and 
as strongly pledged to the establish- 
ment of a constitutional Government 
as CABRANZA or any of his adherents. 

This message of President Grant, 
written, of course, by his able and 
learned Secretary of State, Hamilton 
Fisu,: indicated “the policy and the 
principles ” which had been the .na- 
tion's “sure and safe guides.” Un- 
less. the present. Administration ‘pos- 
sesses information . concerning. the 
strength of, CABRANZA which has been 
withheld trom the American people, it 
has departed from ‘that well tried pol- 
icy and ‘those excellent principles, haa 
discarded those safe and sure guides 
of statesmanship. But we are encour- 
aged to hope that when the reasons 
for this action are made known they 
will be found sufficient. Unless they 
are, if the statements of CaRRANza’s 
opponents are to be heeded, the situa- 
tion in Mexico will not be improved, 
but quite the contrary.

136 towns ‘the agsess- 
ment was $5,000 or less. In 334 towns 
the assessment was between. $5,000 
and $25,000. Bach of the 334 got 
from $100 to $500 from personal 
taxes, which would not go: far this 
year toward the State direct tax of 
$20,000,000. These towns, or some of 
them, are the refuges from the per- 
sonal assessment now exemplified in 
this city. In Tuxedo the assessment 
of personalty is $672,500, and in 
Tarrytown $3,387,550. In the cities 
of the State the showing is similar. 
In- seven cities the personal assess- 
ment is less than one-half of 1 per 
cent. of the total assessment. The 
largest percentage of personal to total 
assessment is 12.96 per cent.; and in 
only four cities. The conclusion is 
inescapable that the personal tax is 
no reliance for the support of govern-~ 
ment, and that the larger part of it 
is borne in New York City. For the 
year above analyzed the personal tax 
assessment in this city was $435,- 
774,611, for forty-seven other cities 
$54,710,973, and for all towns $59,- 
595,582, No honest man can wish for 
the déntindance of such injustice and 
futility. :

THE NATURAL HISTORY MUSEUM. 

he remarkable development of the 
American Museum of Natural History 
as a factor in the city’s system of 
free education is noted in the sum- 
mary /of the address of its President 


published this morning. This in- 
stitution, in the, size of its collections 
and their variety, the enormous field 
of scientific study and investigation 
which .it so fitly represents, and the 
completeness of all its branches, is 
easily foremost among the museums 
of this country. Probably it is unsur- 
passed in the world. Its educational 
influence. was early “manifested, in 
the beginning of the late Professor 
BickMorRz®’s curatorship. His lectures 
to teachérs gave a new impetus to 
study in the common schools. The 
museum lectures are continued these 
days, and are given also in various 
public ‘school buildings; the lantern 
slides, of which the museum has an 
enormous and valuable collection, are 
always at the service of the schools; 
circulating natural history specimens 
are also supplied as aids-to study. 

In fact, quite apart from its larger 
dcientific importance anid its. itifludnce 
on research and exploration, the work 
of this museum as a factor in public 
education would make it a public in- 
stitution of uncommon value. It is 
estimated : that

the operation of an automobile, the dif- 
ference is probably more than made up 
by the caution which knowledge of. the 
lack gives most of them when running a 
car. By running, it slowly they avoid 
meeting many of the highway emergen- 
cies with which the rity of women 
drivers might be unable to cope. At-any 
rate, of all automobile ‘‘ accidents,”’ 
more happen to mén than their greater 
number demands, and.the woman scorch- 
er is almost unknown.

In the Jast year 
of my editorship of ‘The Century I wrote 
four articles in the magazine against the 
policy of militancy which’ prevailed in 
England at that time. , In théée articles 
I did ‘not consider the merits of ‘the 
main: question.. In response, . gertain 
State, Suffrage Committees came out 
‘definitely -against the use of ; violence, 
and [I ° ved many individual assur- 
ances ef approval, ‘which showed con- 
clusively that the rank and: file of the 
suffragists of America are opposed ‘to 
that, fatal, policy. 

Moreover, I have .been; deeply im- 
pressed with the large number.of cul- 
tivated, refined, and distinctly feminine 
women .of my acquaintance to whom 
the desire for the ballot is a. matter of 
sincere and well-reasoned conviction. In- 
deed,‘ it seems.to me that the strongest 
influgnce in the. campaign is the clear 
thinking and perguagive speech of the 
many jntellectual women who .are ad- 
vocating equal suffrage. 


An Anplogy with Copyright. 

I think it not) very ‘enlightening to 
discuss the theory on which the ‘suf- 
frage is conferred. For many years, in 
trying to put an end to the national dis- 
grace of literary piracy,. we encoun- 
tered interminable hair-splitting as to 
the theory of copyright. Was the right 
to control the value of one’s literary 
output a natural right or-.a statutory 
right? And if it was a natural right 
under common iaw before the statute of 
Queen Arine, (which’ limitéqd the term, 
with a view to' giving a better remedy 
against infraction;) did that statute 
abolish the natural right? Whilé théo- 
rists were busy with ‘such niceties, the 
friends of international * copyright 
pushed home the ethical argument: ‘that 
it was outrageous that an author should 
be \deprived of the result of his labor, 
that this ptoduct should’ be ‘corsidered 
so. valuable to the public that it must- 
be confiscated to its “use, and yet- not 
yaluable enough to. be paid for. We 
said: On whatever theory. the security 


®| of copyright is conferred upon the prop- 


erty of our own citizens, we demand it 
for’'the property of citizens of ‘other 
countries: within our gates. 

Something analogous seems to me to 
exist in the suffrage. If it be a natural- 
right, then it should be conferred with- 
out the iest of sex. And whatever the- 
ory may obtain, whether of privilege or 
public policy or duty to the State, I can. 
see’ no reason for drawing -the line 
against. women. 

We need give- but 2 word to. the. pre- 
posterous argument that the suffrage 
should: be conditioned upon the ability 
to arms, when in fact no such 
duty is exacted of large classes of men 
such as invalids: and cripples, and when 
only; able-bodied men are knowingly in- 
cluded in the posse comitatus.

Property Representation. j 


Since the. ballot has been conferred 
not only on all.men who hold’ prop- 
erty, but on all men whether or not, 
they’ are property holders, the. present 
exclusion of all women,.including prop- 
erty-holding women, is manifestly un- 
just. . Most candid opponents of a gen- 
eral extension of the suffrage admit the 
injustice and absurdity of vicarious 
representation: of property holders. 
Women payers, I believe, have no 
representation except at certain special 
elections, to decide certain questions, in 
towns and .small ‘cities, 

I see no escape from the conclusion 
that property owners should be repre- 
sented whether they be ‘men*or women. 
I am not moved by the reply that 
minors and aliens are not represented 
in the electorate or that a single ballot 
would be a very slight protection to a 
woman worth a million dollars. Minors 
and alfens are not confined to either 
sex, so.that in no event would there be 
/a sex discrimination. ‘The woman with 
the’ million ‘dollars would have the same 
protection as a man having the same 
amount; not’ merely the protection of 
the single ballot, but the protection of 
the power ‘and influence that “accom- 
pany the vote.  It’seems to me that 
here, ‘too, the sex line should not be 
drawn and that: sane native women, 
and especially property-holding women, 
should not be excluded from, participa- 
tion in the suffrage, since it has been 
conferred upon all classes of men.

the merchant, who died.en Oct. 7,.1013, 
leaving one of, the finest: private. collec- 
tions. of paintings in the world to the 
Metropolitan Museum” of. Art and his 

business to. be.conducted for. the benefit 
of his employes, was unveiled. before a 
thousand persons at 3 .o’clock yesterday 
afternoon in the Salem Fields Cemetery 
at Cypress Hills, L. I. \ 

Two of the old émployes of Mr. Alt- 

man unveiled the memorial as a prayer 
was said by Rabbi Joseph: Silverman. 
Robert W.'de Forést, President of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, delivered 
a eulogy. He said: 
“Tn his life Benjamin Altman was 
widely known as a great merchant. In 
his later life he was known to a small 
circle a8 a great art collector. It was 
only .after the publication of. his will 
that he was known as @ true lover of 
his fellow-men, 

“The immense’ building: which he 
erected in Fifth Avenue for his exten- 
sive businéss bore witness to the world 
of his greatness as a merchant. The 
simple stateliness of its architecture 
evidenced to.thé dicerning eye his aes- 
thetic taste. But only his will revealed 
him as he really was.’ As Dr. Sachs said 
in the noble tribute he rendered to his 
old friend at the funeral: ‘His modesty 
was unusual; he abhorred notoriety.’ 

“To me he seen.ed to carry these 
qualities to the point of extreme re- 
serve. But he expressed his innermost 
thought in his will. Some of the most 
tender-hearted and sympathetic of men 
altogether lack the power of expressing 
their sympathy. The written word, 
penned in solitude, often gives the first 
intimation of that. So it must have 
beon' with him. The public which he 
loved first knew him. after death 
through his will. - 

“TI have read many wills. In fact, I 
have drawn many wills myself. Not 
infrequently wills are not only lawyer- 
drawn but fawyer-composed in response 
to a general desire to do what is proper 
—a conventional division among the 
members of the family, ‘and a decent 
regard for charity.’’~ 

Mr, de Forest spoke of the greatness 
of Mr. Altmanh’s gift to the Metnrepoli- 
tan Museum of Art and continued: 

‘*But however much this gift of his 
art treasures evidences his regard for 
his fellow-men, there are other gifts in 
shis will which. evidence it still more. 
He recognized the faithful serviee of 
those by whose: co-operation he had 
been enabled to build up a prosperous 
and successful business. He’ provided 
for a continuance of that business, and 
he gave all his interest in it to those 
who do continue it and te charity. His 
gift to the people through the Museum 
is. @ visible .monument. Self-pride; the 
desire to perpetuate a name in striking 
form, might be the chief motive for 
such a monument. Not so, however; the 
monument he Had erected in the hearts 


of those who are now and who are 
hereafter to be associated in the busi- 
néss which he built up.’ 

A letter of regret was read from 
Mayor Mitchel, who wrote: 

‘Let. me express my earnest regret 
that I am prevented from. participation 
in this. greatly deserved’ tribute to one 
‘of New York’s best citizens. The Alt- 
man collection in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum -of Art is in itself a monument 
which ‘attests more eloquently than any 
spoken or written word Benjamin Alt- 
man’s fine and unselfish public spirit.” 

Dr. Bernard, Sachs, a lifelong friénd of

‘SAY PHILIPPINES SUFFER. 


, Declare U. S. Trade with Islands 
and Rest of Orient Has 
Been Paralyzed. 


The interest of members of India 
“House, the downtown club formed. by 
‘export merchants, shipping men, and 
Dankers, has been stirred by a vigorous 
protest and plea for action just re- 
ceived from India House members in 
Manila against the La Follete Seamen's 

‘The protest came in the form of a 
memorial, which has been posted on 
‘the bulletin board at India House. It 
was signed by Newton’ W. Gilbert, 8. 
’C. McCullough, Charles §S.. Derham, 
»George H. Fairchild, H..F, Lowenstein,, 
Jr., Frank B. Ingersoll,.and W. 8S. Mac- 
leod. Leading shipping interests in New 
2York are represented. on a committee 
“which will. report to the Governors of 
India ‘House on Oct. 25. The Manila 
. protest says: 

*“We have in mind that the object of 
‘our: organization is the encouragement, 
,of the foreign commerce of the United 
States, and the cultivation and perpet- 
‘uation of American fore'gn trading tra- 
ditions. If there ever was, a moment 
‘when a strong body with this object 
should bend every energy to the task 
‘it is the present. 

“For sixty-six years the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, flying the Ameri- 
can flag, operated upon the Pacific. It, 
~perhaps more than any other agency, 


has contributed to the up-building of 
American trade and commerce in the 
Orient. Even with this accommodation, 
freight coming to Manila and other 
ports has been piled up at San Francis- 
co for many weeks awaiting transporta- 
tion, and the capacity’ of outgoing 
steamers from these ports has fre- 
quently been insufficient. The Sea- 
men’s Bill has made it impossible for 
American ships to operate in compe- 
tition with vessels whieh may carry 
Oriental crews, and which enjoy a Gov- 
ernment subsidy. These ships have 
been sold to be operated upon the At-

GALLINGER F FOR | SUBSIDY. 


Regards Government Operation of 
Ships as Economic Folly. 


United States Senator Jacob H. Gal- 
linger of "New Hampshire, in the cur- 
rent number of Leslie’s Weekly, at- 
tacks the: Wilson Administration’s 
scheme for Government ownership and 
operation of ocean-going ships as a 
menace, and says he will fight in the 
next Congress for a subsidy ‘to pri- 
vately owned lines. 

‘“‘Only one thing could justify such a 
radical departure in the direction of 
State Socialism as a Government-owned 
merchant marine,’’ Senator Gallinger 
wrote. ‘“ That would be the inability 
or unwillingness of private capital to 
furnish it under fair and feasible 2on- 
ditions. But no such conditions have 
existed in this country in the memory 
of most of the present generation of + 
Americans. 

‘For reasons which I prefer not to 
discuss at present, certain Republican 
Senators and’ Representatives from the 
Middle West and Northwest have joined 
with the ‘solid South’ against the major- 
ity of their own party, and have been 
able year after year to prevent the ex- 
tension of the protective policy to the 
American merchant marine in overseas 
trade.
